The  Board  of  Barbers  is  attached 
to  the  Department  of  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing  for  admin- 
istrative purposes  only  as  prescribed  by  Section  82A-108,  R.C.M. 

MAJOR  RESPONSIBILITIES: 

The  major  responsibility  of  the  Board  of  Barbers  is  to  insure  the  public 
that  registered  barbers  and  barber  shops  meet  the  standards  of  competency 
and  sanitary  requirements  necessary  to  properly  protect  the  public  health 
and  assure  the  public  satisfaction. 

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS: 

1.  The  Board  held  eight  (8)  meetings  during  the  year  and  provided  four  (4) 
examinations  at  Great  Falls,  Billings,  Helena  and  Missoula.  Each  Board 
member  has  continued  to  carry  out  their  inspections  of  barber  shops  for 
adequate  equipment  and  sanitary  procedures  for  public  protection.

PROGRAM  GOALS 

The  goals  of  the  Board  of  Barbers  is  to  assure  the  public  that  only 
qualified  barbers  are  licensed  and  that  barber  shops  are  operated  and 
maintained  in  a sanitary  condition  so  as  to  preserve  the  public  health 
and  prevent  the  spread  of  disease. 
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PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES 

The  objective  of  the  Board  of  Barbers  is  to  license  only  those  indi- 
viduals who  by  education,  experience  and  examination  are  qualified 
to  be  apprentice  barbers  or  registered  barbers,  and  to  carry  out  the 
law  and  rules  regulating  barbering  in  the  public  interest.
